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Ex-limo driver 
tells court he 
is penniless 

FORMER limousine business owner Sooty 
Edwards told magistrates he hasn’t paid his 
£8,000 court fees - as he is penniless after 
his possessions were sold to charity. 

The 50-year-old owes £8,198 in fines and 
fees and appeared at Cambridge Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on Wednesday as his pay¬ 
ments had stopped. 

Edwards, of Hill Row Causeway, Hadd- 
enham, appeared in court wearing a beige 
suit and Union Jack tie, shoes and bag. He 
told the court the payments had stopped 
due to a lack of income after a container in 
which all of his business possessions were 
stored was sold to charity. 

He said: “In the process of downsizing 
property we stored all my office goods and 
some of my clients’ goods in a trailer in a 
secure lock-up. We were due to take those 
out in July, but when we went to get the 
goods from this container we were told it 
had been given to charity. The goods in 
there are worth in excess of £70,000.” 

He said he had secured a job as a re¬ 
search investigations officer and would be 
able to pay £250 a month towards the fines. 

Graeme Minto, presiding magistrate, 
said: “We will take that offer of £250 a 
month. If you have made progress on this 
by the review date next year then that will 
be something. We understand your 
predicament.” 

Most of the outstanding fines were in¬ 
curred earlier this year, when Edwards was 
convicted of running limousine firm 
Skooters without a private hire operator’s 
licence. He was also found guilty of driving 
a stretched limousine without a private hire 
driver’s licence and using a private hire 
limousine without the correct licence. He 
was fined £2,700 and ordered to pay £3,493 
in costs. 

In January 20 JO, Edwards and his son 
Kristian, who was 2J at the time, were 
handed suspended prison sentences for 
cigarette smuggling.

Nicole has gone on to 
become a charity am¬ 
bassador for four different 
charities and is constantly 
raising awareness about 
meningitis.

ANGRY residents are de¬ 
manding action over a 
“disgraceful” recycling point 
near their homes. 

City councillors in Ely are 
also fed-up with the state of 
the facility in Downham Road 
and are demanding the site is 
cleaned-up more regularly by 
its owner, East Cambs District 
Council. 

The issue has previously 
been reported in the Weekly 
News but nearby residents say 
flytipping at the area is now 
“worse than ever” and that the 
council is not doing enough to 
clear it up - or tackle it. 

Jess Prior, of nearby 
Columbine Road, said: 
“Everyone is sick to death of 
the recycling area in Down- 
ham Road. 

“It’s a disgrace and the 
council needs to either sort it 
out or get rid of it altogether. 

“People are continually 
dumping rubbish there that 
they shouldn’t. Most weeks 
there is dumped furniture, 
televisions and all sorts of 
things which end up there for 
days on end. 

“Not only is it hideous for 
people to see but it’s also a 
health hazard - we shouldn’t 
have rubbish like this so close 
to our homes. 

“The council needs to clean 
it more regularly but also 
make more effort to catch the 
flytippers.” 


City Cllr Philip Eden has 
also raised concerns about the 
state of the facility, describing 
it as an “absolute disgrace”. 

The City of Ely Council is 
now urging the district council 
to clean the site more 
regularly. 

Jayne Chapman, owner of 
Harlequin Childcare nursery, 
based just a stone’s throw 
from the recycling point, said: 
“The area does not affect us 
directly as we are tucked away 
from it. 

“However, it does look 
scruffy and I do feel the 
council needs to empty it and 
clear it more often. 

“If it’s windy we do get 
rubbish blowing into our area, 
which is a pain. 

“I live in Haddenham and 
we have the same trouble with 
people flytipping things there 
that they shouldn’t. 

“The council needs to get 
tougher and catch those 
responsible.” 

A spokesman for the district 
council is urging people with 
any information about 
flytippers to call them on 
(01353) 665555. 

He said: “We are monitoring 
the site continuously and 
clearing rubbish on a regular 
basis. Flytipping at this 
location is a problem and if we 
can identify those responsible 
we will consider prosecution 
action.” 


Death of horse 
leads to anger 


CALLS are being 
made for Soham’s 
historic grazing 
commons to be 
fenced off after a 
pregnant horse was 
hit by a car and killed. 

The incident happened 
on the town’s Qua Fen 
Common last Wednesday 
night. 

A woman driver hit the 
pregnant mare just after 
9pm and drove off. 

Despite the efforts of 
residents who rushed to 
help the injured animal, the 
horse and its unborn foal 
died at the roadside. 

Police have confirmed 
that no action will be taken 
against the driver - 
something which has 
angered animal lovers. 

One furious resident is 
calling on Soham Town 
Council, which looks after 
the commons, to fence the 
land off so that horses 
cannot wander into the 
road - however that is 
something which cannot be 
done by law. 

Soham’s commons, 
including Qua Fen 
Common and East Fen 
Common, which both have 
roads running through 
them, are protected by

rights which date back to 
the medieval period. 

The rights mean that the 
land will never be 
developed but also that 
animals must be left to 
roam freely. 

But one resident, who did 
not want to be named, said: 
“What happened to that 
horse is absolutely disgus¬ 
ting. The driver was a local 
woman and knows that 
horses graze freely on the 
commons. I feel sick to 
think the police are not 
pressing charges.” 

She added: “We either 
need speed cameras on the 
commons or we need them 
to be fenced off so that 
another horse cannot be 
killed like this.” 

Cllr Rosemary Aitchison, 
chairman of the town 
council and who lives on 
Qua Fen Common, said she 
was devastated by what had 
happened. 

But she said the only way 
to prevent another horse 
from dying is for drivers to 
slow down. 

She added: “I live on the 
common and although I 
wasn’t at home when this 
awful incident happened, I 


know all about it. The 
commons are precious to 
Soham and are protected by 
ancient laws, which mean 
that we could never fence 
them off. I think that would 
be a sad thing to do anyway. 

“Horses have grazed on 
these commons for 
centuries and they have a 
right to roam across them. 
People know when they 
cross the cattle grids, when 
entering and leaving the 
commons, that animals are 
grazing. 

“The roads through the 
commons are subject to a 
40mph speed limit but the 
speed some people travel at 
across them is frightening. 

“If people can avoid 
hitting sheep in the 
Highlands and wild ponies 
in the New Forest then they 
should be able to do the 
same with our horses in 
Soham. 

“I am shocked the police 
aren’t taking action against 
the woman who hit the 
horse.” 

It is believed the horse’s 
owner lives in Essex. 

A spokesman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Police said: 
“Police attended and the 
horse had died. No action 
will be taken against the 
driver.”

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Refusal 
urged for 
lawyers’ 
signs bid 

A LEGAL firm’s bid to 
install new signs has 
led to concern among 
councillors. 

Bosses at Ward 
Gethin Archer, formerly 
known as Archer and 
Archer, in Market Place, 
Ely, have applied for 
planning permission to 
put up swing signs 
boasting the firm’s new 
name and logo, as well 
as window transfers. 

But the City of Ely 
Council is urging 
planners at East Cambs 
District Council to 
refuse the plans. 

The city council says 
the signs are “too 
intrusive” for the Grade 
II listed property. 

Members added: 
“The signs are over¬ 
bearing to the property, 
which is very pres¬ 
tigious and has lots of 
character. 

“The font is too 
modern and is not in 
keeping with the 
character of the area.” 

The final decision 
lies with the district 
council. 



Tim’s created a masterpiece in miniature 


THIS stunning dolls’ hotel may be on 
its way to America - but its grandeur 
is all thanks to a talented craftsman 
from Soham. 

Tim Hartnall gave up his day job as 
a computer software engineer around 
four years ago to follow his dream and 
make the miniature palaces. 

He has just put the finishing 
touches to this whopping masterpiece, 
which is inspired by the grand hotels 
of the 1920s, such as The Ritz. 

The hotel weighs a mammoth 
800lbs, boasts 43 rooms and 
measures 8ft 6in tall by 6ft wide. 

Each of the hotel’s bedrooms is 
themed and fully decorated, from an 
opulent Louis XIV room with vaulted 
ceilings to a panelled oak Tudor room. 


The kitchen boasts quarry tiles on 
the floor and doors with porthole 
windows leading to hotel staff stairs 
and service corridors, which span to 
the sixth floor. 

The grand entrance to the hotel has 
a canopy, a working revolving door 
and an elevator. 

The foyer is tiled in a chequerboard 
style and a grand marble staircase, 
with a detailed wrought iron 
balustrade ascends to the mezzanine 
floor, and the doors to the giant 
ballroom. 

Tim, who lives with his wife, 

Angela, said: “Every 12th scale guest 
requirement is catered for as the hotel 
features a wood panelled bar, a 
restaurant, ladies powder room, 


shops, a wine cellar, luggage store, 
pantry, laundry and boiler room. 

“There are six floors with five 
staircases and each of the 80 
windows has been handmade to get 
the big panes (not normal dolls’ house 
size) and for the glazing in the 
revolving entrance door. 

“The house has been fully 
decorated and fitted with lighting 
throughout, which was a feat in itself 
as any cabling and circuits needed to 
run seamlessly and discreetly within 
the 11-piece structure of the building. 

“As the hotel is so large, normal 
dolls’ house electrics couldn’t support 
the huge wattage needed for the 
complex lighting scheme and so 
mainstream commercial components 


have been used to feed the tiny room 
circuits. 

There are 70 electric sockets and 
over 200m of cable with 42 switches 
to control the lights in each of the 
rooms, and the chandelier lights in the 
ballroom have 36 tiny bulbs.” 

The dolls’ house is now being 
shipped to its new owner in Texas, and 
Tim and Angela are once again able to 
enjoy their conservatory - the only 
room big enough for the structure to 
be assembled in.

Carport owner in 
plans showdown

A PENSIONER who could be 
forced to pull down a £7,000 
new carport has slammed a 
council's planning rules as 
“pathetic". 

Denzil Hatley, 73, has spent £7,200 
on building the ornate new steel 
structure at his home - but he did 
not apply for planning permission. 

The retired businessman, who 
lives in Alexander Chase, Ely, was 
reported to planners at East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, who say 
the carport is too tall, out of 
character for the property and badly 
designed. 

The council says it gave three 
options to Mr Hatley, who moved to 
Ely with his wife of 51 years, Doreen, 
around a year and a half ago. 

One was to take the carport down, 
another was to apply for retro¬ 
spective planning permission for the 
existing structure or he could amend 
the design and then apply for 
retrospective planning consent. 

Mr Hatley decided to apply for 
retrospective planning permission 
for the existing carport, which was 
then refused by the authority. 

Mr Hatley is furious and says he is 
offended that the planners do not 
recognise the beauty of the carport. 

He said: “I have never come across 
a council like East Cambs.

“Their planning rules, and the 
majority of rules for that matter, are 
pathetic. 

“Everybody who has seen my 
carport says how beautiful it is. It’s 
an ornate steel hand-crafted 
structure which cost me £7,200. 

“It’s very fancy and looks the part. 
I didn’t think I’d need to apply for 
planning permission for something 
that isn’t bricks and mortar. 

“I’m insulted that its design and 
appearance has been criticised - it’s 
magnificent and I won’t back down 
from this. 

“I’m going to fight the council. 
They’ve moaned about every bit of 
building work we’ve done at the 
property - it’s as if they’ve got 
nothing better to do.” 

A district council spokesman said

the authority is willing to talk with 
Mr Hatley about making changes to 
the carport. He said: “Mr Hatley built 
the car port without applying for 
planning consent. 

“The council became aware of the 
structure and went and inspected it. 

“Mr Hatley was given advice 
about the design and advised he had 
three options. He chose to apply for 
planning permission from the 
existing structure, which was refused 
by the council. 

“We are more than happy to 
continue to advise Mr Hatley and 
there is nothing preventing him 
from having further discussions with 
the council about amendments to 
the design of the car port, and any 
further applications for planning 
permission.”

The market is thriving and very 
diverse and to describe stalls as “run 
of the mill” is an insult to the traders, 
artists and artisans that put in so 
much effort into making and sourcing 
goods to display and sell there. 

I would also say, as a market trader 
myself, that I am very happy with the 
cost of the stall and the way the 
market is run. 

Indeed, revenue has risen and some 
of this should be put back into the 
market without question, but I can say 
without doubt that this is the best 
market I have ever worked on and the 
on site and off site management is 
great. 

The “on the day organisation” is 
flawless and the manager has a 
daunting and difficult task in pleasing 
everyone while keeping the aesthetics 
of the market attractive to customers. 
Hat’s off to him! 

And, if on one occasion there happens 
to be two bread stalls (incidentally 
they were very different styles of 
bread stalls) in close proximity, then 
I’m certain there was a very good 
reason for it. 

Furthermore, regarding food stalls at 
any market as a negative point is 
simply ridiculous. They are a welcome 
addition; ask the customers. 

I feel your quoted words from just one 
or two disgruntled market traders are 
damaging and give a false, singular 
perspective about market issues and 
these were interpreted as if 
they are the unanimous feelings of the 
traders. I can assure you that the truth 
is to the contrary.

■ I strongly feel the Weekly News 
needed to speak with all of the traders 
prior to printing a couple 
of long-trading stall holders’ views. 

The market is in decline for a number 
of reasons. Cost per pitch, the dreadful 
weather we have experienced and 
people just not having the money they 
used to have. 

It is still a wonderful unique place to 
visit on a Saturday with real traders 
‘having a go’ to earn a living 
doing what they love. 

Artists, crafts people (myself one of 
them) young mums making their 
cakes, their 

fudge (too gorgeous for words) 
candles, pottery, flea market finds, 
cards, gorgeous brie a brae with 
plenty of scope for a bargain are just a 
few of the great stalls that adorn this 
lovely old market square. 

The council needs to put down the 
cost of the stalls for casuals to become 
regulars. 

If it reduced the cost of the regular 
stall it might encourage the casuals to 
become regulars as they wouldn’t lose 
out so much if they are unable to 
attend due to bad weather. 

The paper has not got the current 
costings right. You quote “the 
authority now plans to raise 12ft stall 
prices for casual stall traders from 
£27.50 to £30... and the price of 8ft 
stalls will also increase from £18.40 to 
£ 20 ”. 

The actual price is an 8ft costs 
£28.50 and a 12 ft over £35, which is a 


considerable difference. 

People might be coming to trade at 
Ely market but they are not staying 
due to poor sales and increasing 
costs. So, a little encouragement and 
lower prices for an introductory 
period might well encourage more 
traders to come and also stay on to 
become regulars. 

As for the stalls being run of the mill, 
they are far from it, with new and 
exciting little new stalls appearing all 
of the time. We need an appeal for the 
local people to support the market 
and find new ways to bring people in. 
We used to have music on a Saturday 
and lots of fun —bring it back and 
make it more of a carnival 
atmosphere. 

Ely is unique, we need the market to 
keep it that way. 

I would urge your readers not to be 
put off - come and visit for yourself 
and I would ask the Weekly News to be 
proactive and run more editorials 
about how good the market is - and 
can continue to be. 

May I say, it is a million times better 
than Newmarket’s market.

Parking orders 
such a surprise 

Sir, Hundreds of residents in Ely will 
have been surprised by your report 
concerning the plans to introduce 
parking orders to prevent on-street 
parking in the area around Littleport 
railway station. 

The cause for surprise will be that not 
only is it claimed that the district 
council is considering the imposition of 
regulations but Mr Brown, former 
district council member and ‘leader’ of 
the council, is in favour of the move, 
and states “we used to have a similar 
issue in Ely”. Does he think that it no 
longer exists? Since he was voted out 
nothing has changed from the policy he 
promoted whilst in charge. 

During Mr Brown’s period of office the 
probably more serious problems of on¬ 
street parking in Ely has been raised 
regularly but the council at that time 
aggravated the situation by introducing 


off-street car parking restrictions, 
forcing even more motorists to park on 
the streets, yet the council’s only action 
while led by Mr Brown was to try and 
impose charges for its car parks. 

While the problem occurs in many of 
the streets around the city centre it is 
severe in the area of the railway station 
and is potentially dangerous. Recently, 
a fire service appliance only managed 
to pass along Potters Lane because of 
the skill of the driver, guided by a 
colleague, passing with just inches to 
spare. 

Had they been attending an 
emergency, the consequences could 
have been serious. 

Vehicles are often left for several days 
and owners return with luggage bearing 
airline labels, and the footpath is 
regularly used for parking. 

I and other residents have written to 
the county council, who are the 
authority for the highways, and the 
reply is always that there are no funds 
to draft and impose any orders in the 
foreseeable future. 

If the council is going to deal with the 
Littleport problem it would seems that 
a block order for the district could be 
made saving considerable legal 
charges. 

If it is possible to introduce an order for 
Littleport, could Mr Brown use his 
influence as a councillor to ensure that 
the parking problems in the rest of the 
district are also deal with.

Segura for trout 

Sir, It would appear that my 
comments have been misinterpreted 
by some of your readers, I never 


intended that the people of Ely should 
throw bread into the river on die scale 
that the Spanish do. I was merely 
pointing out that the amount of bread 
thrown into the river here does very 
little harm because of the flow and the 
amount thrown into the Ouse to feed 
the ducks would have even less effect. 
As to the Segura being the most 
polluted river in Spain, this is often 
quoted by those who have holiday 
homes here or who come out to visit 
friends for the odd week or two, and 
who have little actual contact with the 
river. I fish the Segura three times a 
week. Above Murcia there is a good 
head of trout and Spanish from all 
over Spain come to fish for them. 
Between Rojales and Guardamar I 
regularly catch crayfish and neither of 
these would exist if the water was as 
polluted as your correspondents 
would have you believe - ask your Dr 
Ling. Fifteen to 20 years ago it was 
extremely polluted but, like the 
Thames, great strides have been made 
in recent years to clean it up. 

I am glad to see that Andy Darren 
agrees with me that throwing bread or 
other foodstuffs into ponds or rivers 
without flow is extremely bad for the 
environment and the fish, a point I 
stressed in my letter, along with my 
agreement with Dr Ling that bread is 
actually the wrong diet to be feeding 
the ducks. 

Perhaps I am not the only one who 
can be accused of not looking beyond 
the headline.

Rules changing for 
some recipients of 
council tax benefit 

PEOPLE of working age and owners of 
empty homes could soon have their council 
tax benefits slashed - or scrapped. 

As of April next year, all local authorities, 
including East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC), will have drawn up their 
own local council tax support schemes. 

The Government is abolishing the current 
national scheme and as part of the changes, 
will no longer fully fund councils’ new 
schemes. 

As a result, numerous recipients, 
including owners of empty homes and 
people of working age, could have the 
amount of benefits they are paid slashed. 

ECDC bosses have now launched a public 
consultation enabling people to say who 
they think should have the greatest 
reductions. 

There are four different groups of people 
set to have their benefits slashed: 

■ Removing the discount available to 
owners of empty homes. This would help 
bring empty properties back into use so that 
they can be used to house local families. 

■ Removing the discount available to 
owners of second homes. This would ensure 
that owners of second homes, who currently 
only pay 90 per cent, make an equal 
contribution to the local area. 

■ Reducing the discount to those who are of 
working age. This would have the effect of 
‘making work pay’, by reducing the amount 
of benefits available to those who are not 
working or working and receiving some 
benefit and increasing the incentive to 
work. 

■ End the second adult rebate. This would 
stop those who are not entitled to council 
tax benefit from getting support because 
they share a house with someone who has a 
low income. 

The consultation will last for 12 weeks. To 
have your say, collect a form from the 
council’s headquarters in Nutholt Lane, Ely, 
or visit www.eastcambs.gov. uk. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, chairman of the 
council’s finance and governance 
committee, said it was important to stress 
that none of the options would affect low- 
income pensioners, as they are not able to 
work to help support themselves.

Council chief 
in homes call 


A COMMUNITY centre should be 
bulldozed and affordable houses 
built in its place.

issue in the village but a lack of affordable 
or social housing certainly is. 

“This is a prime, central location and I 
think it’s wasted. We should be getting rid 
of the centre and putting houses up 
instead.” 

The parish council is currently in talks 
with developers Buckingham and 
Sparrow, who own the site, about saving 
the centre from demolition. 

The firm wants to strike a deal with the 
parish council by giving them the centre 
in return for permission to ditch the need 
to build social housing on a separate site 
in the village, near the Highfields estate. 

The majority of parish councillors are 
backing the plans and insist the centre 
could be a “profitable asset” for the 
village. 

Parish council clerk Lynda Clarke-fones 
said the authority was still in discussions 
with the developer about taking over the 
community centre. 
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Anger at safety 
check for lights 


"RIDICULOUS" 
health and safety 
checks could force 
Ely’s annual 

Christmas lights 
display to be scaled 
back this year. 

Every year members of 
the City of Ely Council’s 
Christmas lights committee 
carry out health and safety 
checks on all the light 
fixings. 

But this year Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County 
Council’s health and safety 
chiefs say engineers need to 
be called in to check all 
fixing points for the lights. 

The city council is now 
obtaining quotes for the 
checks to be carried out - 
one of which has already 
come back at more than 
£3,700. 

Cllr Jenny Chaplin, chair¬ 
man of the committee, 
described it as “ridiculous” 
and is worried the city’s 
festive lights display might 
have to be scaled back. 

She said: “This is health 
and safety gone mad. 

“Every year we check all 
the fixtures and fittings as 
obviously we don’t want 
there to be any health and

safety issues. What the 
county council is asking of 
us is over the top and 
ridiculous. 

“We’re still waiting for two 
of the quotes to come in but 
the first one is for over 
£3,700. That’s an 
astronomical amount and 
something which is way out 
of our budget. 

“If we have to fork out 
thousands, full council has 
agreed to loan us the money 
but I still think we’ll have to 
either scale the lights back 
or jig them around a bit, 
which is a real shame. 

“We do everything we can 
to make the city look good 
at Christmas and obstacles 
like these are frustrating.” 

In June this year, the 
county council’s health and 
safety chiefs banned the 
Rotary Club of Ely and the 
Ely Hereward Rotary Club 
from putting up an Aquafest 
banner over the city’s High 
Street to advertise the 
annual event. 

They insisted the banner 
was a health and safety risk 
as it could have fallen and 
injured someone walking 


underneath it. 

The decision was 
criticised by the Health and 
Safety Executive as being 
too “heavy-handed”. 

A spokesman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
said: “Following the 

outcome of a recent court 
case which resulted in a 
substantial fine for builders 
who erected Christmas 
decorations in St Neots 
which fell and caused injury 
to a pedestrian, we have 
advised anyone applying for 
permission to erect such 
decorations or banners that 
they should ensure the 
fixings are of sufficient 
strength to support them 
safely and securely. 

“The guidance was issued 
after advice was provided by 
independent structural 
engineers who were 
consulted by the county 
council. 

“We are happy to help 
and advise any organisation 
which wants to put 
anything over the highway 
on the need to ensure the 
fixings are suitable for the 
size and weight, or to help 
them try to find an 
alternative location if their 
chosen location is not 
suitable.”

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Outcry as council pays 
£690 a day to hire temp 

Opposition leader and union chief hit out at bill for social care staff

COUNTY council chiefs 
shelled out £690 a day to 
employ a temp - an 
expense branded “shoc¬ 
king” and “wasteful” by 
critics. 

Data released by Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council revealed 
seven social care staff were 
employed on a temporary basis 
last year at a daily rate of more 
than £450, with five on more 
than £600 a day and the most 
expensive costing £690 for each 
shift. 

All of the seven positions 
were filled for more than a year, 
with the most expensive 
costing taxpayers £348,000 over 
two years and three months at 
a rate of £625 a day. 

The figures, released under 
freedom of information laws, 
also put the county council’s 
total pay bill for temps last year 
at £1.6 million - although a 
spokesman said that sum

included agency staff working 
for Northamptonshire County 
Council under a shared 
services agreement. 

Most of the agency workers 
were brought in to provide 
social care to vulnerable adults, 
a department which is facing a

cash crisis as the elderly 
population grows. 

Opposition leader Cllr Kilian 
Bourke said it was “uncon¬ 
scionable” that the council was 
spending so much on agencies 
when adult social care faced a 
“long-term funding shortfall”. 


He said: “Sometimes it is 
necessary to appoint interim 
staff for a short period while 
the council looks for the right 
replacement, but this goes way 
beyond that, with several 
consultants costing more than 
£100,000 for ‘interim’ periods 
lasting a year or more. 

“It is vital we root out this 
kind of relaxed approach to 
financial waste so taxpayers’ 
money can be invested in 
frontline services like people’s 
care packages.” 

Although 85 per cent of 
temporary employees worked 
in social care, a consultant who 
has been working for the 
county council’s children’s 
services since 2006 is now on a 
daily rate of £450, with payouts 
in the last three years alone 
hitting £165,000. 

Rob Turner, acting branch 
secretary for the Unison union, 
described the payments as 
“shocking” and “wasteful”. 

He said: “Some individuals 
are being paid more in line 
with our chief executive. 

“This equates to the interim 


staff receiving a daily rate that 
our essential social care staff, 
who are working with some 
of the most vulnerable and 
under-privileged in our 
community, could not earn in a 
week.” 

The council said the figures 
quoted included agency fees 
and taxes, not the wages of 
individuals, and that all but 
one of the seven no longer 
worked for the council. 

Cllr Steve Count, the cabinet 
member for resources, said: 
“We use agencies when we 
cannot employ somebody 
through the open market or 
where it is cost-effective. 

“The adult social care roles 
were all operational during a 
changeover period for the 
service and all but one no 
longer work for the county 
council.” 

He added: “The council 
recognises the costs of these 
specialised functions are high 
and has been working hard to 
reduce these costs and 
employment of agency staff.”

“I have witnessed three or 
four near-misses recently and 
it’s only a matter of time 
before someone is badly hurt, 
or even killed. 

“Yes, it’s a pain to have to 
drive past the recycling centre 
to come back to it again but 
it’s not far.” 

Walter Stearn, who lives in 
the village, has also 
complained to the Weekly 
News about the issue and is 
asking police to take action. 

He said: “The police need to 
spend a bit of time at the

It’s effectively putting 
other road users at risk and 
needs to stop.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Cambridgeshire Police said 
the issue had been raised by 
locals. 

She said: “Police are aware 
of this. 

“We would urge all users of 
the recycling centre in 
Witchford to acknowledge the 
'no right turn’ sign. 

“Action will be taken against 
anybody who is caught 
ignoring it.” 

The new recycling centre, 
which cost more than £5 
million to build, opened its 
doors in November last year. 

It is open six days a week 
and is split-level, meaning 
residents do not have to climb 
steps with heavy items in 
order to recycle them.

Still reaching for the sky 



W ARBIRDS vintage and 
modern will take to the 
sky next month for The 
Duxford Air Show. 

The event, on Saturday, September 8 
and Sunday, September 9, is one of the 
highlights of the aviation calender - and 
just confirmed is a flypast of United 
States Air Force F-15E Strike Eagles on 
both days. 

On the Sunday only, a pair of F-16 
Fighting Falcons from the Royal 
Norwegian Air Force will fly alongside a 
pair of de Havilland Vampires from the 
Norwegian Air Force Historical 
Squadron. This exciting combination has 
never been seen 
before in the UK. It 
brings together the 
Royal Norwegian Air 
Force’s first and 
most contemporary 
jet fighter aircraft. 

Also from the 
Norwegian Air Force 
Historical Squadron 
is their newly- 
acquired Lockheed 
T-33 Shooting Star, 
an American-built jet 
trainer aircraft, 
which will be flying 
on the Saturday 
only. 

The presence of 
the Royal Norwegian 
Air Force and the 
Norwegian Air Force Historical Squadron 
at The Duxford Air Show commemorates 
the centenary of aviation in Norway, 
celebrated this year. It also acknowledges 
the long-standing historical connection 
between the Royal Norwegian Air Force 
and the Royal Air Force.

From New 
Zealand come 
two rare replica 
First World War aircraft, the Albatros 
DVa, a German single-seat biplane that 
sustained aerial combat in the skies over 
France for longer than all of the more 
famous Fokker models combined; and 
the RE.8, a two-seater reconnaissance 
biplane. 


Also representing the bold and brave 
innovation of the First World War era are 
replicas of the Fokker DR-1, the type of 
aircraft in which the Red Baron gained 
his last 19 victories, and a Nieuport 17, a 
French biplane fighter aircraft of the era. 

The world-famous Red Arrows will 
perform on the Sunday only, while the 
Aerostars will be performing stunning 
aerobatics on both days of The Duxford 


Air Show. 

Flying on the Saturday only is Avro 
Vulcan XH558, which previously flew at 
IWM Duxford in September 2008. 

Vulcan XH558 performs a majestic 
flying display in the 60th anniversary 
year of the Vulcan’s maiden flight and the 
30th anniversary of the Falklands 
conflict, in which the Vulcan played a 
vital role. 

A pair of Tornado GR4s from 15 (R) 
Squadron at RAF Lossiemouth will make 
their debut appearance at IWM Duxford 
in the 30th anniversary year of the 
Tornado entering RAF service. 

In scenes reminiscent of the Battle of 
Britain, five Spitfires, including a rare 
Mark I Spitfire, will fly in a tailchase 
formation with two Hispano Buchons, 
representing Messerschmitt Bfl09 
aircraft, and a Hawker Hurricane. 

There’s more superb biplane action 
with the Royal Navy Historic Flight’s 
Swordfish, the Antonov An-2, the largest 
single-engine biplane ever produced and 
still flying, and the de Havilland Dragon 
Rapide, flying on the Sunday. 

Following its outstanding performance 
in striking colours at The Jubilee Air 
Show, the Shorts Tucano from the Central 
Flying School Flight at RAF Linton-on- 
Ouse makes a welcome return at The 
Duxford Air Show on the Saturday only. 

Making only its second air show 
appearance is P-47 Thunderbolt, Snafu, 
which was a highlight of this year’s 
Flying Legends Air Show. 

Even more exciting flying includes the 
BAe Hawk from 208 (R) Squadron, RAF 
Valley; the Battle of Britain Memorial 
Flight Dakota; the Gnat Display 
TeamPair; B-17 Flying Fortress Sally B; 
Douglas C-47 Skytrain; Bucker Bu 131 
Jungmann; Curtiss Hawk 75; Grumman 
F8F-2P Bearcat; Consolidated PBY 


Catalina (on the Saturday only) and the 
North American T-28 Trojan. 

There are plenty of activities to enjoy 
across IWM Duxford and the museum is 
open to explore throughout the day. 

Living history groups will be bringing 
Second World War history to life, with 
RAF Ops 1939-45 recreating an RAF 
Fighter Pilots’ dispersal position and 
giving visitors a glimpse of 1940s 
bomber briefings in action. 

The Military Equipment Collectors 
will be recreating the role of the RAF 
ground crew who kept Spitfires 
constantly at readiness throughout the 
Battle of Britain and beyond. 

Colonel Richard Graham will be 
hosting his popular talks about the SR-71 
Blackbird in the American Air Museum 
next to the SR-71 Spyplane that he flew. 
Colonel Graham’s talks will take place at 
10am and noon on Saturday and Sunday. 

Children of all ages can enjoy making 
and painting an Airfix model in AirSpace 
between 10.30am and 4pm and can then 
take their model masterpiece home as a 
souvenir of the show.

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X marks the spot 


He was hotly tipped to win 
The X Factor in 2010 - 
before being voted off in a 
shock early exit. But Aiden 
Grimshaw’s debut album is 
even more surprising, as 
ANDY WELCH discovers. 

T HE last time most people 
saw Aiden Grimshaw was 
almost two years ago 
during the XFactor live shows. 

His final performance was Elton 
John’s Rocket Man, sporting an outfit 
and giant quiff every bit as engineered 
as the platform (made of two grand 
pianos) he was standing on. 

Today, he’s hard to spot in a busy 
London restaurant, only the woolly 
hat he’s wearing - it’s scorching 
outside - stealing any attention away 
from all the other good looking if 
unremarkable diners. 

“I don’t get recognised anymore,” 
he says, convincingly. 

“I did, after I’d been on XFactor 
and we’d all been on the tour. I was 18 
when I was on the show, and part of 
me loved getting spotted, to the point 
where I’d be disappointed if people 
didn’t notice me and I’d find myself 
putting my best clothes on at 10 in the 
morning to go and get a bacon butty. 

“That was just stupid, and a pain, so 
I stopped with all that, and the quiff 
was cut off. Now no-one bats an 
eyelid.” 

Whether he bored of the attention, 
or whether his image change was part 
of a wider plan to leave behind the 
ITV behemoth is another matter. 

Since February this year, when

Grimshaw announced he would be 
releasing solo material, he and his 
management have been on a 
positioning offensive. 

While other former XFactor 
contestants perform in plush London 
venues and talk of their starry 
collaborators, Grimshaw has 
performed in a number of indie 
cesspits, been spotted at numerous 
other gigs and been interviewed by 
normally credibility-conscious 
publications who wouldn’t touch anX 
Factor contestant with one of Simon 
Cowell’s gold-plated bargepoles. 

“Part of it is deliberate, I suppose, 
just to make sure everyone knows 


there’s a difference between what I did 
on X Factor and what I do now. You 
need to be clear, I think,” he admits. 

“But it works both ways. When we 
sent samplers of my album out to 
journalists, it was my idea not to have 
a name on them, because it’s a natural 
thing for people to pre-judge the 
former contestants, expect them to 
sound a certain way and write them 
off before they’ve heard them.” 

The contents of the CD, then, are 
rewarding. There are ballads, yes, but 
not the dreary, over-produced sort that 
appeared on, say, Matt Cardie’s 
album. 

The sparse title track could be a 
song by James Blake, debut single Is 
This Love is the epic, air-grabbing pop 
Hurts do so well, while the rest of the 
album is lull of angst and bitter 
heartbreak. 

“We started the album in 
November, and we were finished by 
February,” he says, the ‘we’ being 
Grimshaw and Australian songwriter 
and producer Jarrad Rogers, who 
most recently worked with Lana Del 
Rey. 

After trying with several other 
producers, Grimshaw met Rogers and 
clicked, deciding he wanted to record 
the whole album with one other 
collaborator rather than a different 
producer for each track, as so many of 
his contemporaries do. 

“When we first started you could 
say I was a bit of a pain,” he admits. 

“I didn’t know how to get my ideas 
across, so I’d just say no to everything. 
Eventually I learned how to speak up, 
and that just because we might be 
disagreeing in the studio, it’s not a 
row. 

“But that’s to do with getting older. 
I’m 20 now. It’s not that old, I know, 


but the past two years have been big, 
important years.” 

He goes on to explain how he 
moved to London shortly after X 
Factor and, after spending two 
miserable weeks in a hotel, found a 
place of his own in west London. 

“I couldn’t cook or clean or 
anything, but I’ve learned how to do 
all that. 

“I think it’s all helped me feel like 
I’m not in this XFactor bubble any 
more. I never much liked how crazy 
all that was.” 

Aware of how that might sound, he 
corrects himself, saying the show is 
the most amazing opportunity you can 
be given, just that the intense spotlight 
shone upon him wasn’t to his taste. 

“I mean, how could it be a bad 
thing, though? Before I was on Y 
Factor I was working in Pizza Hut, 
and my idea of a good night was if I 
could eat a few handfuls of chocolate 
raisins from the ice cream station 
without the manager seeing me,” he 
says. 

He adds: “I think I could’ve used 
the show to get a number one single 
and an OK album, but I didn’t want 
that, I wanted an album that was great 
from start to finish, like all the albums 
I love, and that’s what I think we’ve 
done.” 

He can’t wait to get out on the road 
and perform - including an in-store 
appearance at the new HMV store in 
Fitzroy Street, Cambridge on 
Thursday - something he’s been doing 
since his early teens, but this will be 
the first time he’s toured with his own 
material.

Enjoying late summer scorchers

W HILE many summer 
flowers are now 
fading, the bright 
lights of late summer will make 
your borders sizzle 
My delphiniums and lupins are long 
gone, my roses are fading and the giant- 
flowered hybrid clematis are past their 
best, but my perennial borders remain a 
riot of colour thanks to a few, well- 
chosen gems. 

Late summer can be a time when 
colour is at its hottest, when blazing 
crocosmia, burnt orange helenium, 
bright yellow rudbeckias, acid green 
euphorbias and an array of other plants 
come into their own. 

Exotic orange ginger lilies 
(Hedychium), which release a great 
scent, clash with vibrant red Dahlia 
Bishop of Llandaff or its relative D. 
Tally Ho, with its hot, deep orange 
flowers. 

If you prefer pastel shades, plant sun- 
loving cone flowers (Echinacea) in 
shades of pink and white for a cooler, 


more subtle scene. 

The daisy-like flowers and height 
(they can grow to 150cm (5 ft) tall) mean 
they work well towards the back of the 
border, attracting bees and butterflies 
and adding impact alongside globe 
thistle (Echinops) and monarda. 

Some varieties have rich colours that 
can be combined with fuchsias, or blue 
salvias. E. White Swan, a white variety 
with yellow centre, provides a cooling 
companion dotted within the hot border. 

If you thought hard before summer 
started and were wise enough to plant 
some nasturtium seeds in your hanging 
baskets and patio pots, they should be 
now showing their true colours in a hot 


array of orange and yellow. 

Clumps of bulbs are particularly 
useful in extending the season. Spikes of 
crocosmia will add architectural interest 
to the late summer border, their upright, 
spiky leaves with elegant sprays of 
orange-red flowers brightening the 
scene. 

My favourite is C. Lucifer, a fairly tall 
variety growing to 120cm (4ft), which 
produces brilliant red flowers and looks 
wonderful grown alongside the purple¬ 
leaved smoke bush, Cotinus Royal 
Purple, or against a backdrop of acid- 
green evergreens. 

Many warm yellow herbaceous 
perennials look fantastic in mass 


plantings, such as the long-lasting 
Rudbeckia fulgida Goldsturm and late 
season heliopsis. 

Bronze or burgundy leaves look 
fantastic mixed with the hot-coloured 
border. Place shrubs with red-purple 
foliage, such as Berberis thunbergii f. 
atropurpurea, behind red or orange 
plants. 

The burgundy leaves of heucheras 
also make a wonderful foil at the front 
of the border, as their more vibrant 
companions show off from behind. 

Other good choices include the 
herbaceous perennial Lysimachia ciliata 
Firecracker, a moisture-loving bronze¬ 
leaved plant with brilliant yellow 


flowers. 

Use drifts of perennial border phloxes 
in the middle of borders to provide 
intense pools of summer colour. 
Herbaceous potentillas or small asters 
can be planted in front to hide the bare 
phlox stems. Phloxes are ideal follow-on 
plants for poppies and shouldn't need 
staking except in windy gardens. Don’t 
let them dry out in summer as they need 
a moist soil. 

Hotter subjects include red hot pokers 
(kniphofia), which produce rocket¬ 
shaped flowers, some red with yellow at 
the base, others a single colour, and the 
red tradescantia, T. Carmine Glow, a 
low-growing perennial (usually growing 
to around 60cm so perfect for the front 
of the border) with strap-like foliage 
which flowers until September. 

Red varieties of astilbe such as Feuer 
will give you coral-red flowers to 
September, above delicate feathery 
plumes. They thrive in moist ground in 
partial shade and can really brighten up 
a woodland scene. 

If you want to add late summer¬ 
flowering plants to an existing border, 
buy as many of the same colour and 
variety as you can afford and repeat- 
plant them through the border to develop 
a sense of rhythm. 

When mixing colours try to avoid 
using too many pastels with hot colours 
as the brighter hues will swamp the 
more subtle ones. 

If you plan carefully, your sizzling 
summer colour can last right through to 
autumn.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The Homesnow team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


LI Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

D Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

LI Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

LI Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

LI Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Q Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence.

Doubters about 
AMG’s appeal 
please read on! 

AMG cars aren’t all that common. You see 
them around, but one at a time and not 
exactly often for most of us, writes Matt 
Kimberley. 

Seeing almost every AMG model in the 
same place at the same time is the stuff of 
very naughty dreams indeed. 

Fortunately, one of the petrolheads at 
Mercedes must have had the same illicit 
thought, because on a typically change¬ 
able British summer day a transporter 
rolled up at the fast, flowing and famous 
Goodwood racing circuit carrying a 
collection of precious German metal. 

No amount of gold, silver or bronze 
could get a car nut as excited as seeing a 
pair of SL 63s, hard- and soft-top SLSs, 
two C 63 Black Series, a C 63, an E 63 
saloon and estate, an SLK 55 and an ML 
63 in a line in the pit lane of a race track. 

Mercedes has been having rather a 
good time of it lately, and AMG especially 
so. There’s some money out there some¬ 
where, because AMG’s UK sales are 
healthier than Jessica Ennis’s dog. 

To celebrate, the company pulled part 
of its fleet of dual-control cars out of 
Mercedes-Benz World at Brooklands and 
brought them to the south coast to 
mingle with standard Merc-owned AMGs. 

If you’ve never driven an AMG, maybe 
you’ve heard one. The noise, slightly 
different from car to car and engine to 
engine, is nonetheless common to all 
AMGs. A purposeful bass throb at low 
speed builds into the sort of ear-splitting, 
relentless bellow you imagine coming 
from a furious bull or a weightlifter in 
mid-lift.
